Doctors Wary of New Cure- Alls 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
I AM STARTING herewith a

rently in the weekly and monthly 
magazines. 
The pub lication of such articles 
has b ecome a glob ing feature and 
is presumab ly b ased on demand 
from the reading pub lic. 
Some of the articles are very 
good, some are b ad. The worst are 
those which have the fault of sen­ 
sationalism. Which is. in effect, 
holding out promises that can't b e 
kept. 
The practicing physician has 
learned that any new form of 
diagnosis or treatment must go 
through a process of trial b efore 
it can b e assessed. For every 20 
methods that are enthusiastically 
recommended, we are lucky if one 
is found valuab le enough to retain. 
Large Scale Tests Necessary 
The advocates of the method 
may b e perfectly sincere: they 
have b een working in a lab oratory 
and found some results are strik­ 
ing and feel they must have uni­ 
versal application. Or they have 
had some initial success with a 
method of treatment, and their en­ 
thusiasm glosses over the failures. 
But in wide, actual trial it does not 
stand up. 
An example of this was the ad­ 
vocacy of mercurochrome for all 
b lood infections, an event of the 
last war. It was sponsored b y one 


of the most eminent medical men 
of the country. He undoub tedly 
had good success with it in his 
cases. But it flopped lamentab ly 
when put up against large-scale 
operations. 
The harm done b y a sensational 
article can b e estimated b y consid­ 
ering a patient who has cancer and 
follows a new Will-o’-the-Wisp 
cure, meanwhile neglecting the 
good solid methods of treatment 
that might have b rought cure— 
neglecting them until it is too late. 


Article o n Penicillin 
An announcement ab out which 
a hopeful b ut cautious attitude 
should b e held is that on pencillin 
in LIFE for May 24th. Pencillin 
is a mold for which it is claimed 
it is a germ-killing agent, b etter 
than the sulfa drugs and effective 
against diseases which do not yield 
to them. Among scientific jour­ 
nals the English LANCET recom­ 
mends it, the American Medical 
Association simply says it is not 
yet availab le for general use. 
The AMERICAN MERCURY 
follows its record of printing re­ 
liab le 
and 
non-sensational 
ar­ 
ticles. with two in the June num­ 
b er: "Medical Miracles on the Bat­ 
tlefields” and “Climate Makes the 
Man.” The former is the more 
timely, b ut Dr. Mills in his views 
on climate points something eter­ 
nal for man’s b enefit. 
He has cogent reason for b e­ 
lieving that the middle parts of the 
United States afford man the b est 
climate for the utmost vigor and 
vitality. It extends even to ani­ 
mals. “Hogs which reach the 200-

Chances for Failure Cut by 


New Methods

Such tests h ave been developed 
at th e Univesity of Arizona by 
t Dr. William H. Brown, assistant 
professor of zoology , 
and 
Dr. 
Ch arles L 
Vaugh n, 
ph y siology 
instructor. 
Th ey report th e pre- 
j dieting of students’ grade? in zoo- 
I logy with an error or less th an 
one grade point in 9 5 percent of 
200 students recently ex amined. 
Th e tests, worked out over a 
six -y ear penod with 1,000 stu­ 
dents, are based on elementary 
zoology because it is a prereq ui­ 
site to all life science studies. 
Search for a y ardstick to meas­ 
ure a student s ach ievements 
rn 
th e field lasted nearly five y ears, 
resulting in a series of forty tests. 
Each skill developed in th e ele­ 
mentary zoology course is meas­ 
ured separately — classification, 
drawing, dissection, use 
o f micro ­ 
scope, retention of factual m ate­ 
rial from lectures, reading and
